SCHEME  TO  CONTROL  AND  REGULATE 
THE  MARKETING  OF  POULTRY  IN 
A  DESCRIBED  AREA  OF  BRITISH 
COLUMBIA. 

1.  The  scheme  shall  be  known  as  the  “  B.C. 
Poultry  Marketing  Scheme.” 

2.  In  this  scheme,  and  in  any  orders,  rules, 
or  regulations  made  by  the  Board,  unless  the 
text  otherwise  requires: — 

(a)  “Act”  means  the  “Natural  Products 

Marketing  (British  Columbia)  Act,” 
chapter  200,  “  Revised  Statutes  of 

British  Columbia,  1948,”  and  any  amend¬ 
ment  thereof : 

(b)  “Area”  means  the  part  of  the  Prov¬ 
ince  bounded  as  follows:  Commencing 
at  the  intersection  of  the  49th  parallel 
of  latitude  with  the  119th  meridian  of 
longitude;  thence  due  north  to  the  51st 
parallel  of  latitude;  thence  due  west  to 
the  western  boundary  of  the  Province; 
thence  southerly  and  easterly  along  the 
western  and  southern  boundaries  of  the 
Province  to  the  point  of  commencement, 
but  excluding  those  parts  of  the  Cariboo 
electoral  district  within  the  foregoing: 

(c)  “  Board  ”  except  where  immediately  pre¬ 
ceded  by  “  Provincial  ”  means  the  “  B.C. 
Poultry  Marketing  Board”: 

(d)  “  Chicken  ”  means  any  fowl  of  the  genus 
I ‘hast  anus  gallus : 


( e )  “Electoral  district”  means  an  electoral 
district  as  defined  in  the  “  Constitution 
Act  ” : 

(/)  “  First  District  ”  means  the  part  of  the 
area  within  the  following  electoral  dis¬ 
tricts:  Burnaby,  Delta,  Chilliwack, 

Dewdney,  New  Westminster,  North 
Vancouver,  Vancouver-Burrard,  Van- 
couver-Centre,  Vancouver-East,  Van- 
couver-Point  Grey,  Yale,  and  that  part 
of  Mackenzie  within  the  area: 

{g)  “  Poultry  ”  means  chickens  and  the  meat, 
eggs,  and  other  products  thereof : 

(h)  “Producer”  means  any  person  who  is 
the  owner  within  the  area  of  one  hun¬ 
dred  or  more  chickens  over  six  months 
old: 

(i)  “  Provincial  Board  ”  means  the  “  British 
Columbia  Marketing  Board  ” : 

( j )  “  Registered  producer  ”  means  a  pro¬ 
ducer  whose  name  is  entered  in  one  or 
other  of  the  registers  referred  to  in 
clause  9  or  clause  17 : 

(k)  “  Regulated  product  ”  means  poultry 
produced  in  the  area : 

(Z)  “Second  District”  means  the  part  of  the 
area  comprising  Vancouver  Island  and 
all  other  islands  in  the  area: 

(m)  “Third  District”  means  the  part  of  the 
area  not  within  the  First  District  or 
the  Second  District. 

3.  The  purpose  of  this  scheme  is  to  provide 
for  the  control  and  regulation  of  the  packing, 
transporting,  storing,  and  marketing  of  the 
regulated  product  and  for  the  promotion  and 
improvement  of  the  methods  and  practices  fol¬ 
lowed  in  respect  thereof. 

4.  The  scheme  applies  to  all  persons  who 
produce,  pack,  transport,  store,  or  market  the 
regulated  products. 

5.  There  is  hereby  constituted  a  board 
named  “  B.C.  Poultry  Marketing  Board,”  and 
it  is  authorized  to  administer  this  scheme.  It 
shall  consist  of  four  members,  two  of  whom 
shall  be  elected  annually  by  the  registered 
producers  of  the  First  District  and  one  by  the 
registered  producers  of  each  of  the  Second 
District  and  the  Third  District. 

6.  The  Board  shall  have  all  the  powers 
ordinarily  vested  in  a  body  corporate  and  shall 
have  power  within  the  area  to  regulate  and 
control  in  any  respect,  or  in  all  respects,  the 
transportation,  packing,  storing,  and  market¬ 
ing,  or  any  of  them,  of  the  regulated  product, 
including  the  prohibition  of  such  transporta¬ 
tion,  packing,  storing,  and  marketing,  or  any 
of  them,  in  whole  or  in  part,  and  without 
limiting  the  generality  thereof  shall  have  the 
following  powers: — 

(a)  To  designate  the  agency  or  agencies  by 
or  through  which  any  regulated  product 
may  be  transported,  packed,  stored,  or 
marketed;  to  regulate,  control,  or  de¬ 
termine  the  manner  of  distribution,  the 
quantity  and  quality,  variety,  grade, 
class,  or,  size  of  the  regulated  product 
that  shall  be  transported,  packed,  stored, 
or  marketed  by  any  person  at  any  time; 
and  to  prohibit  the  transportation,  pack¬ 
ing,  storage,  or  marketing,  in  whole  or 
in  part,  of  any  variety,  grade,  class,  or 
size  of  any  regulated  product: 

( b )  To  exempt  from  any  determination,  con¬ 
trol,  regulation,  or  order  any  person 
or  class  of  persons  engaged  in  the  pro¬ 
duction,  transporting,  packing,  storing, 
or  marketing  of  the  regulated  product, 
or  any  variety,  grade,  class,  or  size 
thereof : 

(c)  To  require  any  or  all  persons  engaged 
in  the  production,  transporting,  packing, 
storing,  or  marketing  of  the  regulated 
product  to  register  with  and  #  obtain 
licences  from  the  Board : 

(d)  To  fix  and  collect  yearly,  half-yearly, 
quarterly,  or  monthly,  licence  fees  from 
any  or  all  persons  producing,  packing, 
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transporting,  storing,  or  marketing  the 
regulated  product,  and  for  this  purpose 
to  classify  such  persons  into  groups 
and  fix  the  licence  fees  payable  by  the 
members  of  the  different  groups  in 
different  amounts,  and  to  recover  any 
such  licence  fees  by  suit  in  any  Court 
of  competent  jurisdiction: 

(e)  To  cancel  any  licence  for  violation  of 
any  provision  of  the  scheme  or  of  any 
order  of  the  Board  or  of  the  regulations : 

(/)  To  require  full  information  relating  to 
the  production,  packing,  transporting, 
storing,  and  the  marketing  of  the  regu¬ 
lated  product  from  all  persons  engaged 
therein,  and  to  require  periodic  returns 
to  be  made  by  such  persons  and  to  in¬ 
spect  the  books  and  premises  of  such 
persons : 

(g)  To  fix  the  price  or  prices,  maximum 
price  or  prices,  minimum  price  or  prices, 
or  both  maximum  and  minimum  prices, 
at  which  the  regulated  product,  or  any 
variety,  grade,  class,  or  size  thereof, 
may  be  marketed  in  the  area;  or  that 
shall  be  paid  for  the  regulated  product 
by  any  designated  agency;  or  may  vary 
or  change  such  prices  from  time  to 
time : 

(h.)  To  conduct  pools  for  the  distribution 
of  all  moneys  received  from  the  sale  of 
the  regulated  product  and,  after  de¬ 
ducting  all  necessary  and  proper  dis¬ 
bursements  and  expenses,  shall  dis¬ 
tribute  the  proceeds  of  sale  in  accordance 
with  a  scheme  of  distribution  determined 
by  the  Board: 

( i )  To  seize  and  dispose  of  any  of  the  regu¬ 
lated  product  kept,  transported,  packed, 
stored,  or  marketed  in  violation  of  any 
order  of  the  Board : 

O')  To  use  in  carrying  out  the  purposes  of 
the  scheme  and  paying  the  expenses  of 
the  Board  any  moneys  received  by  the 
Board : 

( k )  To  establish  a  fund  in  connection  with 
the  scheme  of  control  and  regulation, 
and  to  utilize  the  same  in  such  manner 
as  may  be  deemed  necessary  or  advis¬ 
able  by  the  Board: 

(/)  To  require  the  person  in  charge  of  any 
vehicle  in  which  the  regulated  product 
could  be  transported  to  permit  any 
member  or  employee  of  the  Board  or 
any  police  constable  to  search  the  ve¬ 
hicle  : 

( m )  To  borrow,  raise,  or  secure  the  pay¬ 
ment  of  money  in  such  manner  as  the 
Board  may  think  fit  for  the  purpose  of 
carrying  out  the  objects  of  the  scheme: 

( n )  To  hypothecate,  assign,  draw,  make, 
sign,  accept,  endorse,  discount,  and  issue 
bills  of  exchange,  cheques,  and  other 
negotiable  and  transferable  instru¬ 
ments  : 

( o )  To  determine  the  spread  which  dealers 
or  any  designated  agency  shall  add  to 
the  price  paid  by  them  for  the  regu¬ 
lated  product,  or  any  variety,  grade, 
class,  or  size  thereof : 

( p )  To  fix  the  remuneration  of  the  employ¬ 
ees  of  the  Board  and,  subject  to  any 
authority  vested  in  the  Provincial  Board 
in  this  regard,  to  fix  the  remuneration 
of  the  Chairman  and  other  members  of 
the  Board: 

( q )  To  acquire,  hold,  mortgage,  and  dispose 
of  real  and  personal  property: 

( r )  To  delegate  to  any  person  the  execu¬ 
tion  of  anything  the  Board  is  authorized 
to  do : 

(s)  To  amend  or  revoke  any  order,  rule,  or 
regulation  at  any  time. 

7.  The  members  of  the  Board  shall  choose 
the  Chairman,  and  at  Board  meetings  each 
member  shall  have  one  vote  and  all  matters 
shall  be  decided  by  majority  vote.  In  the  event 


of  an  equality  of  votes,  the  Chairman  shall 
have  a  second  or  casting  vote.  Any  business  of 
the  Board  may,  however,  be  conducted  by  letter 
or  telegram,  and  any  order,  rule,  or  regulation 
of  the  Board  may  be  issued  by  the  secretary 
under  the  Board’s  seal  upon  instructions  given 
him  by  letter  or  telegram  from  all  members  of 
the  Board.  Any  such  order,  rule,  or  regula¬ 
tion  shall  be  as  effective  as  if  signed  by  a 
majority  of  the  members  and  shall  be  effective 
as  soon  as  it  is  impressed  with  the  Board’s 
seal. 

8.  No  publication  or  other  notice  of  any 
order,  rule,  or  regulation  of  the  Board  shall 
be  required. 

9.  Fabian  Hugh,  of  Cloverdale,  B.C.,  is  ap¬ 
pointed  Returning  Officer  to  conduct  a  poll  to 
determine  the  wishes  of  the  producers  gener¬ 
ally  with  regard  to  putting  the  scheme  into 
operation,  and  if  necessary  to  conduct  the  elec¬ 
tion  of  the  first  members  of  the  Board,  and  for 
these  purposes  he  shall  compile  three  registers 
designated  “  First  District  Register,”  “  Second 
District  Register,”  and  “  Third  District  Regis¬ 
ter.”  He  shall  publish  notice  of  his  intention 
to  compile  the  said  registers  and  the  necessity 
of  the  producers  to  register  under  the  scheme 
by  a  specified  date.  He  shall  enter  in  the 
appropriate  register  the  name  and  address  of 
every  producer  who  applies  for  registration 
and  is  qualified  to  be  registered.  He  shall  send 
to  every  registered  producer  a  ballot  for  ap¬ 
proving  or  disapproving  putting  the  scheme 
into  operation  and  shall  state  on  the  ballot  or 
otherwise  the  date  by  which  the  ballot  must  be 
returned. 

10.  The  Returning  Officer  shall  count  the 
ballots  and  shall  forward  them  to  the  Provin¬ 
cial  Board  together  with  his  report  thereon. 

11.  If  the  Provincial  Board  considers  the 
result  of  the  said  poll  such  as  to  warrant  put¬ 
ting  the  scheme  into  operation  and  so  advises 
the  Returning  Officer,  he  shall  then  proceed 
with  the  election  of  members  of  the  Board. 

12.  He  shall  give  notice  of  the  procedure  to 
nominate  the  candidates  as  directed  by  the 
Provincial  Board  and  of  the  date  by  which  the 
nomination-papers  must  be  returned  to  him. 

13.  Upon  completion  of  the  nominations,  the 
Returning  Officer  shall  have  ballots  printed 
for  the  First  District,  the  Second  District,  and 
the  Third  District  separately,  showing  the 
names  of  the  qualified  candidates  who  have 
been  nominated  and  shall  send  the  appropriate 
form  of  ballot  to  each  registered  producer. 
The  date  by  which  the  ballot  must  be  returned 
to  the  Returning  Officer  shall  be  shown  on  the 
ballot  or  otherwise. 

14.  The  Returning  Officer  may  register  pro¬ 
ducers  up  to  six  days  before  the  date  fixed  for 
the  return  of  the  said  ballots. 

15.  Except  as  to  the  first  members  of  the 
Board,  each  member  shall  hold  office  from  the 
date  of  his  election  until  the  date  of  the  next 
succeeding  election. 

16.  Except  as  to  the  first  election  the  Board 
shall  have  control  of  the  election  of  members 
to  succeed  those  in  office,  and  beginning  with 
1950  shall  on  or  before  July  15th  in  each  year 
fix  the  date  for  receiving  nominations  of  candi¬ 
dates  and  shall  publish  notice  thereof  in  at 
least  one  issue  of  each  of  four  newspapers 
circulating  in  the  area. 

17.  The  Board  shall  maintain  the  registers 
referred  to  in  clause  9  and  from  time  to  time 
shall  revise  them,  and  before  removing  the 
name  of  any  producer  shall  cause  to  be  mailed 
to  him  at  his  last-known  address  a  notice 
advising  him  of  the  Board’s  intention  to  re¬ 
move  his  name. 

18.  The  Board  shall  appoint  a  Returning 
Officer  for  each  such  election  and  shall  follow 
the  procedure  outlined  in  clauses  9  to  14  so 
far  as  it  is  suitable. 

19.  Every  nomination  of  a  candidate  for  any 
election  except  the  first  shall  be  in  writing  in 
the  form  prescribed  by  the  Board,  and  shall  be 
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signed  by  at  least  twenty-five  registered  pro¬ 
ducers  in  the  district  in  respect  of  which  the 
candidate  is  nominated,  and  shall  be  accepted 
by  the  nominee,  and  shall  be  delivered  to  the 
Board  not  later  than  the  date  fixed  for  receiv¬ 
ing  nominations. 

20.  In  any  election  when  not  more  than  two 
candidates  are  nominated  in  the  First  District, 
the  said  candidates  shall  be  declared  elected  by 
acclamation,  and  when  not  more  than  one  can¬ 
didate  is  nominated  in  each  of  the  Second  and 
Third  Districts,  the  said  candidates  shall  be 
declared  elected  by  acclamation. 

21.  In  the  event  of  more  than  two  candidates 
being  nominated  in  the  First  District,  and 
more  than  one  candidate  in  the  Second  and 
Third  Districts,  or  in  either  event,  the  Board 
shall,  at  least  ten  days  prior  to  the  date  fixed 
for  elections,  send  by  prepaid  post  to  each 
registered  producer  within  the  district  or  dis¬ 
tricts  for  which  a  poll  is  necessary  a  ballot 
and  notice  of  the  time  by  which  and  the  place 
to  which  the  ballot  is  to  be  returned. 

22.  All  voting  shall  be  by  ballot,  and  the 
ballots,  with  counterfoils  attached,  shall  be 
returned  to  the  Returning  Officer  named  by 
the  Board  in  person  or  by  mail.  The  counter¬ 
foil  of  every  ballot  cast  shall  be  signed  by  the 
registered  producer  casting  the  ballot,  or  in  the 
case  of  a  partnership  or  corporation  by  its 
duly  authorized  agent. 

23.  In  the  event  of  a  tied  vote  in  any  elec¬ 
tion,  the  Returning  Officer  shall  have  a  casting- 
vote,  whether  he  is  a  registered  producer  or 
not. 

24.  A  producer  shall  be  deemed  to  have  re¬ 
ceived  any  notice,  nomination-paper,  or  ballot 
under  the  foregoing  clauses  which  is  posted 
addressed  to  him  at  his  last  address  registered 
with  the  Board.  The  failure  of  any  producer 
to  receive  any  such  notice,  nomination-paper, 
or  ballot  shall  not  invalidate  any  election. 

25.  Every  registered  producer  of  the  First 
District  shall  be  entitled  to  vote,  and,  if  he 
votes,  shall  vote  for  two  candidates,  no  more 
or  less,  and  every  registered  producer  of  the 
Second  District  and  Third  District  shall  be 
entitled  to  vote  for  one  candidate.

REGULATIONS  UNDER  THE  “  CERTI¬

1.  The  words  and  expressions  defined  in  sec¬ 
tion  2  of  the  “  Certified  Seed-potato  Act  ”  shall, 
where  used  in  these  regulations,  have  the  mean¬ 
ings  assigned  to  them  in  the  said  section,  and 
in  addition: — 

“  Act  ”  means  the  “  Certified  Seed-potato 
Act,”  being  chapter  257  of  the  “  Revised 
Statutes  of  British  Columbia,  1948  ”: 

“  Member  ”  means  a  member  of  any  Com¬ 
mittee  of  a  seed-potato  control  area  con¬ 
stituted  under  the  Act: 

“  Minister”  means  Minister  of  Agriculture: 

“  Vacancy,”  with  reference  to  the  member¬ 
ship  of  any  Committee,  includes  any 
vacancy  about  to  occur  by  the  expira¬ 
tion  of  the  term  of  any  member. 

2.  Every  Committee  shall  be  composed  of 
four  members,  and,  except  as  provided  in  sec¬ 
tion  5  of  the  Act,  three  of  the  members  shall 
be  persons  nominated  or  elected  by  the  owners 
of  land  in  the  seed-potato  control  area  and  one 
person  nominated  by  the  Minister. 

3.  The  members  appointed  under  section  5 
of  the  Act,  other  than  the  nominee  of  the 
Minister,  shall  hold  office  for  the  terms  fixed 
by  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council.  The

4.  With  the  exception  of  any  member  ap¬ 
pointed  under  section  5  of  the  Act  and  any  of 
the  immediate  successors  to  those  appointed, 
and  any  member  nominated  by  the  Minister, 
and  any  member  appointed  to  succeed  a  mem¬ 
ber  who  has  resigned  or  died,  every  member 
shall  hold  office  from  the  time  of  his  appoint¬ 
ment  until  the  third  annual  meeting  next 
following. 

5.  The  Committee  of  the  seed-potato  control 
area  shall,  in  the  month  of  January  next  fol¬ 
lowing  the  constitution  of  the  seed-potato  con¬ 
trol  area  and  in  the  month  of  January  in  each 
year  thereafter,  call  a  meeting  of  the  owners 
of  land  in  the  seed-potato  control  area  for  the 
purpose  of  electing  a  member  or  members  of 
the  Committee  to  fill  any  vacancies  in  the 
membership  of  the  Committee,  and  for  the 
transaction  of  such  other  business  as  may  be 
necessary. 
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6.  Ten  days’  notice  of  the  date,  time,  and 
place  of  every  general  meeting  shall  be  posted 
in  three  conspicuous  places  within  the  seed- 
potato  control  area. 

7.  The  owners  or  agents  present  at  any  gen¬ 
eral  meeting  at  the  time  stated  in  the  notice 
shall  choose  a  chairman  for  the  meeting,  who 
shall  decide  all  questions  of  order  and  shall 
call  for  nominations  of  candidates  for  member¬ 
ship  on  the  Committee. 

8.  No  person  shall  be  nominated  as  a  candi¬ 
date  if  he  refuses  to  accept  the  nomination. 

9.  If  at  the  first  election  no  more  candidates 
are  nominated  than  there  are  vacancies  to  fill, 
the  persons  nominated  shall  be  deemed  elected 
as  members,  and  the  owners  present  shall  de¬ 
cide  by  vote  the  respective  terms  of  office  of 
the  members  so  elected. 

10.  If  more  candidates  are  nominated  than 
are  required  to  fill  the  vacancies,  the  chairman 
shall,  with  the  consent  of  the  majority  of  own¬ 
ers  present,  declare  when  nominations  are 
closed  and  shall  then  proceed  to  take  the  votes 
by  ballot  of  the  owners  as  to  the  candidates  to 
be  elected. 

11.  In  the  event  of  a  tied  vote  the  chairman 
shall  call  for  another  vote  on  the  candidates 
who  are  tied. 

12.  In  the  event  of  any  delay  or  irregularity 
occurring  in  the  conduct  of  any  general  meet¬ 
ing  or  of  any  doubt  arising  as  to  the  validity 
of  any  election  of  any  member  or  members  of 
any  Committee,  the  matter  shall  be  referred  to 
the  Minister  for  decision,  and  his  decision  shall 
be  final. 

13.  The  Minister  or  Committee  may  at  any 
time  order  the  holding  of  a  special  general 
meeting  for  any  purpose. 

14.  Every  Committee  shall  prepare  and  re¬ 
vise  from  time  to  time  a  “  register  of  owners,” 
in  which  shall  be  kept  the  names  and  addresses 
of  all  persons  owning  land  in  the  seed-potato 
control  area. 

15.  No  person  shall  be  entitled  to  take  part 
in  the  proceedings  at  any  general  meeting 
after  the  first  general  meeting  unless  his  name 
is  entered  in  the  register  of  owners  as  an 
owner,  or  unless  he  satisfies  the  chairman  of 
the  general  meeting  that  he  is  duly  qualified 
to  have  his  name  so  entered. 

16.  The  Committee  may  meet  together  for 
the  dispatch  of  business,  adjourn,  and  other¬ 
wise  regulate  their  meetings  as  they  think  fit. 
Three  members  of  the  Committee  shall  consti¬ 
tute  a  quorum.  The  Committee  shall  appoint 
from  among  their  members  a  chairman  and,  if 
necessary,  a  secretary-treasurer  from  outside 
their  members,  who  shall  carry  out  the  ordi¬ 
nary  duties  of  such  offices.

22.  (a)  All  crops  must  be  rogued  and  dis¬ 
eased  plants  destroyed  and  injurious  insects 
controlled  in  accordance  with  instructions  of 
the  Committee  issued  in  notice  form  to  any 
owner  or  occupier  where  such  actions  are 
deemed  necessary  by  the  Committee. 

( b )  The  notice  referred  to  in  subsection  (a) 
shall  allow  the  owner  or  occupier  at  least  three 
days  from  date  of  delivery  of  the  notice  to  do 
the  things  required  by  the  notice.  Such  notice 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  delivered  to  the  owner  or 
occupier  on  the  day  it  is  handed  personally  to 
the  owner  or  occupier,  or  is  posted  up  in  some 
prominent  place  on  the  premises,  or  on  the  day 
when  such  owner  or  occupier  would  in  the 
ordinary  course  of  the  post  receive  such  notice 
when  such  notice  is  sent  to  him  at  his  last- 
known  address  by  prepaid  registered  mail. 

(c)  The  owner  of  any  potatoes  within  the 
seed-potato  control  area,  and  which  potatoes  do 
not  qualify  for  the  standard  of  this  area,  shall 
make  such  disposition  of  them  as  the  Commit¬ 
tee  may  direct. 

( d )  The  owner  of  any  warehouse,  place  of 
storage,  container,  vehicle,  or  machine  within 
the  seed-potato  control  area  suspected  of  being 
infected  with  a  readily  transmissible  potato- 
disease  shall  disinfect  the  same  at  a  time  and 
place  and  in  a  manner  as  directed  by  the 
Committee. 

(e)  Any  owner  or  occupier  within  the  seed- 
potato  control  area  failing  to  comply  with  the 
requirements  of  a  notice  given  under  this  sec¬ 
tion  within  the  time  given  in  the  notice  shall 
be  guilty  of  an  offence  against  these  regula¬ 
tions. 

23.  The  Committee  is  empowered  to  appoint 
any  necessary  inspector. 

24.  The  Committee  shall  have  authority  to 
charge  and  collect  a  sum  not  exceeding  50  cents 
per  ton  to  meet  its  expenses  in  carrying  out  its 
operations. 

25.  No  owner  or  occupier  shall  ship  potatoes 
out  of  the  ai’ea  without  first  obtaining  a  permit 
from  the  Committee  and  paying  the  levy  as 
fixed  by  the  Committee. 

26.  The  Committee  shall  deposit  all  moneys 

received  by  it  in  a  chartered  bank,  and  shall 
not  disburse  any  such  moneys  other  than  by 
means  of  cheques  signed  by  the  chairman  and 
secretary-treasurer.

Any  member  of  the 
Committee  may,  and  the  secretary-treasurer 
on  the  requisition  of  a  member  shall,  at  any 
time  summon  a  meeting  of  the  Committee. 
Any  order  or  determination  signed  by  all  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Committee  shall  be  valid  and  effec¬ 
tive,  whether  signed  at  a  meeting  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee,  or  otherwise. 

17.  In  the  event  of  any  casual  vacancy  in 
the  membership  of  the  Committee  the  remain¬ 
ing  members  of  the  Committee  shall  constitute 
the  Committee  until  the  vacancy  is  filled.  If 
any  member  of  the  Committee  is  absent  from 
the  Province  for  three  months  or  fails  to  at¬ 
tend  to  his  duties  for  a  like  period,  the  other 
members  of  the  Committee  may  declare  his 
office  vacant.  Any  member  of  the  Committee 
shall  cease  to  hold  office  if  he  is  convicted  of 
any  offence  under  the  Act  or  regulations,  or  if 
by  notice  in  writing  to  the  Committee,  he  re¬ 
signs  his  office,  or  if  his  office  is  declared  vacant 
in  accordance  with  this  clause.  If  any  vacancy 
occurs  in  the  membership  of  the  Committee  by 
reason  of  death  or  through  any  member  ceas¬ 
ing  to  hold  office  as  aforesaid,  the  remaining 
members  of  the  Committee,  if  constituted  a 
quorum,  may,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Minister,  fill  the  vacancy,  and  the  person  so 
appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy  shall  hold  office 
for  the  unexpired  term  of  the  member  whose 
office  he  fills. 

18.  No  person  shall  plant  any  potato  seed 
within  the  Cariboo  Certified  Seed-potato  Con¬ 
trol  Area  other  than  seed  of  the  Foundation, 
Foundation  A,  or  Certified  classes. 

19.  (a)  No  person  shall  plant  any  potato 
seed  of  varieties  other  than  Netted  Gem,  Green 
Mountain,  Epicure,  White  Rose,  and  Katahdin. 

( b )  No  person  shall  plant  or  store  within 
the  Seed-potato  Control  Area  more  than  two 
varieties,  and  these  must  be  of  easily  distin¬ 
guishable  characteristics,  except  he  may  be 
permitted  to  have  a  small  plot  of  a  third  variety 
for  his  own  use  and  it  must  be  isolated  by  at 
least  two  hundred  feet,  and  any  storage  for 
these  must  be  well  separated  from  the  other 
two  varieties. 

20.  All  seed  planted  must  be  obtained 
through  channels  recommended  by  the  Com¬ 
mittee. 

21.  (a)  All  crops  must  be  rogued  and  dis¬ 
eased  plants  destroyed  and  injurious  insects 
controlled  in  accordance  with  instructions  of 
the  Committee  issued  in  notice  form  to  any 
owner  or  occupier  where  such  actions  are 
deemed  necessary  by  the  Committee. 

(6)  The  notice  referred  to  in  subsection  (a) 
shall  allow  the  owner  or  occupier  at  least  three 
days  from  date  of  delivery  of  the  notice  to  do 
the  things  required  by  the  notice.  Such  notice 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  delivered  to  the  owner  or 
occupier  on  the  day  it  is  handed  personally  to 
the  owner  or  occupier,  or  is  posted  up  in  some 
prominent  place  on  the  premises,  or  on  the  day 
when  such  owner  or  occupier  would  in  the 
ordinary  course  of  the  post  receive  such  notice 
when  such  notice  is  sent  by  prepaid  registered 
mail  addressed  to  him  at  his  last-known 
address.

(e)  Any  owner  or  occupier  failing  to  comply 
with  the  requirements  of  a  notice  given  under 
this  section  within  the  time  given  in  the  notice 
shall  be  guilty  of  an  offence  against  these 
regulations. 

22.  The  Committee  is  empowered  to  appoint 
any  necessary  inspector. 

23.  The  Committee  shall  have  authority  to 
charge  and  collect  such  sum  as  it  deems  proper 
to  meet  its  expenses  in  carrying  out  its  opera¬ 
tions. 

24.  The  Committee  shall  deposit  all  moneys 
received  by  it  in  a  chartered  bank,  and  shall 
not  disburse  any  such  moneys  other  than  by 
means  of  cheques  signed  by  the  chairman  and 
secretary-treasurer. 

25.  All  storage  warehouses  for  potatoes 
grown  within  the  seed-potato  control  area  shall 
be  approved  by  the  Committee.

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  fur¬ 
thermore  be  published  once  a  week  if  possible 
in  some  newspaper  in  every  electoral  district 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
electoral  district  nearest  thereto. 

(4)  The  publication  of  such  notice  shall  in 
all  cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  four 
weeks  during  the  interval  of  time  between  the 
close  of  the  next  preceding  Session  and  the 
consideration  of  the  petition.

And  if  this  rule  shall 
be  suspended  or  modified  as  aforesaid,  the  pro¬ 
moters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is  presented 
after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or  for 
which  the  petition  has  been  received  after  the 
time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case 
pay  double  the  fees  required  in  respect  of  such 
Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the  House  shall  order 
to  the  contrary. 

98.  (1)  Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  any 
Private  Bill  shall  deposit  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
House,  eight  clear  days  before  the  opening  of
